All classrooms are 
scientifically lighted and walls are 
History Subject 
Of Talk to Lions 
Bv Dr. Carl Bister 
Dr. Carl C. Rister, native of the 
Hamlin and McCaulley aret, and 
now a professor of history at the 
University of Oklahoma, spoke to 
the members of the Hamlin Lions 
Club at their Tuesday luncheon 
Dr. Rister is now on leave of absence 
gathering material for a history of 
the oil industry in the Southwest. 
During the past year he has travel­ 
ed over 17,000 miles visiting various 
fields, oil plants and the offices of 
executives. 
Dr. Rister chose as his topic “Does 
History Repeat Itself?” 
His grasp 
of the subject to which he has de­ 
voted a lifetime held the interest 
of hi saudiance from beginning to 
end. 
He pointed out that a study of 
history will show a laxity of moral 
conditions after every war, that per­ 
iods of good business and of de­ 
pression periods run more or less 
in cycles. 
He said that a serious 
only of these conditions could help 
to make these periods somewhat 
less drestic than in the past. 
One of the most interesting parts 
of his talk was on the subject of 
International relations, particularly 
regarding the United Stites and 
Russia. 
He explained forcibly and 
clearly that Russian people do not 
think like Americans, do not see 
things our way, simply because for 
centuries they have been under sup­ 
pression of various groups. It seem­ 
ed to be his opinion that a continued 
American policy of firmness in c is i­ 
ng with Russia would be understood 
by Russians—a people nccustomed 
to harshness and firmness. 
He declared th’4 v- 
pessimist and felt that applying the 
lesons of history to present prob­ 
lems would be of great benefit

things required by the new law are 
Model T days, and bringing them up 
already being done by the average 
good driver—and the other IO per 
cent are things he knows he ought 
to be doing but isn’t. 


In the fewest possible words, here 
are the highlights of the Uniform 
Traffic Code, as the law is called: 


People walking are required to 
cross streets and highways at desi­ 
gnated cross-walks where these are 
provided; to use sidewalks where 
they can, or to walk facing the traf­ 
fic, on the left side of the road, 
where there is no sidewalk. A pedes­ 
trian in a cross-walk has the right- 
of-way over all vehicles. These are 
the first real pedestrian regulations 
we have ever had in Texas, and the 
observance of them will keep a lot 


of pople from “walking themselves 
to death.” 


Drivers are required to stay on the 
right side of the road, with certain 
sensible exceptions; dangerous man­ 
euvers in passing are outlawed; 
right-of-way rules are set out; teeth 
are put into the stop-sign law; the 
safe manner of making turns and 
stops is 
designated, 
and 
uniform 
' hand and arm signals are required 
for these maneuvers.

forbidden, and so is racing trains to 
crossings. Parking on a highway is 
outlawed except when the vehicle is 
out of order and can’t 
be moved. 
Drivers are required to dim their 
lights 500 feet from an approaching 
vehicle at night. 
Driving while under the Influence 
of drugs is about the same as driving 
while drunk under the new law, even 
if the drugs are given by a dentist 
or doctor. 
One part of the law that will make 
it rough on deliberately dangerous 
drivers is the new reckless driving 
clause. As it is now, a man can drive 
recklessly without violating any spe­ 


cific law, such as speeding, and the 
officers can’t do anything with him. 
But under ths new clause the reck­ 
less driver has a special noose to 
stick his head into. 


The code requires every vehicle to 
have good lights and brakes and a 
horn. Trucks and busses must also 
have mechanical signaling devices 
when they are so built that hand- 
and arm signals can’t really be seen. 
Anyone who has a highway ac­ 
cident must stop and identify him­ 
self, give any help that is needed, 
and immediately notify the nearest 
Highway Patrol or Sheriff’s office. 
The driver must also make a wiit- 
n report to the Department of 
Public Safety within 24 hours if any­ 
one is killed or hurt or if damage 
amounts to $25 or more. 
These accident reports are very 
Important. 
They are confidential, 
and are not used to get evidence 
against a driver, but to help us fig­ 
ure out where and when and why 
accidents are happening, so what 
ever is necessary can be done to pre­ 
vent future accident—whether the 
remedy by engineering, education or 
enforcement.

H. C. Stanley Jr., county agricul­ 
tural agent, this week warns the 
farmers of Jones County to be ex­ 
tremely careful when using inflam­ 
mable insecticides to spray barns, 
corn cribs and grain storages. 


‘Carbon bisulfide or ‘high life’ as 
it is commonly called is one of the 
most 
dangerous 
sprays,” Stanley 
states. 
“Such an insecticide, com­ 
monly used in this vicinity, is more 
explosive than gasoline and can ig­ 
nite from the heat of a steam pipe ” 
if flammable fumigants and insec 
tickles must be utilized, the county 
agent declares, they should never 
be kept inside of a building housing 
pen ens or animals. 
“Never, under 
any circumstances, should anyone 
str ikf a match with in IO feet of a 
building which is being fumigated.”

Vet Farm Training 
To Be Continued 


Hamlin arca veterans will be glad 
to learn this week that agricultural 
training for nearly 40,000 World 
War II veterans on farms in Texas, 
Louise na and Mississippi probably 
will not be materially affected by the 
new legislation passed by the 80th 
Congress, a VA official said this 
week. 


William T. Murphy, VA director 
of vocational rehabilitation and ed­ 
ucation for the three states, said the 
new law (Public 377) assures contin­ 
uance of full subsistence allowances 
for veterans engaged in approved 
instiutional on-the-farm training.

With sales of 25,000 dozen eggs 
marked up by Jones County chicken 
raisers during August, H. C. Stanley, 
county agent, calls attention of poul- 
trymen to he need of making sure 
all laying hens get ample supplies 
of Vitamin A. 
Hot weather during the past few 
weeks has been drying up green feed 
fast. 
Many chicken owners ' are 
now, for instance, mixing alfalfa 
leaf meal in the regular ration at the 
rate of three per cent. 
Such a supplemental ration mix­ 
ture .Stanley declares, is especially 
wants too much of the meal in the 
ration, or it will cut down the food 
value of chicken mash. 
The county agent reports some 
poultry raisers are having trouble 
with summer colds in flocks. Vita­ 
min A in green feed will keep those 
colds under control. 
It’s not go­ 
ing to cure the flock if you have 
contagious colds, but the county 
agent sa^s it is certainly worth a 
try. 
With choice eggs bringing prices 
they are at present Stanley believe* 
many poultry flock owners are really 
passing up a chance if they do not 
give laying hens exactly what they 
need in the way of balanced feed;

Leaving the other two on the long 
porch, Gerrett stepped inside to 
Maxwell's adjoining bedroom.

most imediately another man slipp­ 
ed softly from the shadows towards 
the two on the porch. He was with­ 
in arm's length of Poe before he 
saw’ them. Like a flash he sprang 
I upon the veranda, whipping out his 
;six shooter and covering the men. 
“Quien es? 
Who is it?” he de­ 
manded. 
But instead of shooting 
he backed into the dpen doorway of 
Maxwells bedroom. 
Neither man 
had reached for his gun and so 
death passed them by. 
A moment later two shots rang 
out within and Pat Garrett rush­ 
ed out onto the veranda. 
“I killed the Kid!” he blurted “I 
killed the Kid!” 
And indeed it was the Kid. Sher­ 
iff Garrett had recognized his voice 
in the semi-dark and shot instantly. 
Tho following day, July 15, 1881, 
William H. Bonney of the New York 
slums, commanlv known as Billy 
the Kid in the western cow country, 
was buried beside two of his cronies 
in the old military cemetery of Fort 
Si miler. As leader of an organized 
band of desperadoes wno had aiso 
become proficient as cattle rustlers 
and horse thieves, the Kid was said 
to have killed a man for each of his

Keeps Fruits Tender 


Her es a tip

retta Allen, county home demonra 
tion agent, to county housewives on 
making preserves out of the fruit 
crop that’s en route now to mar­ 
ket. 
Fruit preserves are sue jestful only 
if the fruit holds its shape, yet is 
tender and translucent in the syrup. 
It is explained sugar has a firm­ 
ing effect on fruit tissues but must 
be applied differently to various 
kinds of fruits. 
Sugar, 
Miss 
Allen 
state, are I 
added “straight” to tender, juicy 
fruits like peaches, cherries and ber­ 
ries. If the fruits stand overnight in 
sugar they become firmer and are 
leas likely to go to pieces in cooking. 
The sugar draws out the juice and 
shrinks the fruit somewhat, but the 
Juice provides enough liquid so that 
no water need be added and this 
shortens the cooking time. 
The 
shorter the shorter 
Hie cooking, 
the better the color and flavor. 
Quick fruits, the county hame 
demonstration agent says, do not 
need overnight firming. 
But be­ 
cause they are juicy they are put

Q.—May ducks be raised on dry 
ground? 
A.—Yes. At the research farm of 
a famous feed concern it was found 
th at ducks may be successfully raised 
on dry ground. 
When it is con­ 
venient, however, a small concrete 
pool should be provided for swim­ 
ming so the ducks may wash them­ 
selves and keep clean and comfort­ 
able. 
Q.—What percentage of pigs that 
are farrowed reach market age? 
A.—The death rate of pigs is much 
higher than with other kinds of 
livestock. Normally not more than 
I 60 per cent of the pigs farrowed are 
raised to marketable weights. Fig­ 


ures based on five-year records on 
typical farms by the United States 
Department of Agriculture show that 
each dead pig represents a loss of: 
140 pounds of feed at farrowing t 
260 pounds of feed at IO weeks; and 
600 pounds of feed at six months. 
Q.--W hat causes some of my eggs, 
when candled, to show spots all over 
the inside of the shell although the 
outside is smooth? 
A.—This condition is caused by a 
drying out of the moisture to the 
shell of the egg. and while It does 
not hurt the quality of the egg. It 
does injure the marketability of the 
egg.

With eggs bringing from 82 to 
92 cents a dozen over the week­ 
end on the New York market. Jones 
County poultry flock owners believe 
$1 a dozen eggs are in sight. 
The U. S. Department of Agri­ 
culture enters the egg picture to 
say consumers can expect higher 
prices for eggs reminder of this vear. 
To 
Jones 
County 
poultrymcn 
tempted to sell 50 or IOO layinc 
nens, the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics says: 
Egg prices may well skyrocket to 
figures exceeding all other years 
except 1919 and 1920—boom years 
which followed World War I. 
Reason for price hike in eggs in­ 
clude strong demand by consumers, 
hi h supiport prices and expected 
short supplies. High meat prices are 
also a factor. 
Many consumers in Jones and 
nearby counties, not wanting to 
buy meat at present levels, are 
buying eggs to take the place of 
meat products. 
In spite of the rising prices for 
eggs, the farmer’s share of the dol­ 
lar the consumer spends for eggs is 
decreasing.

History Subject 
Of Talk to Lions 
Bv Dr. Carl Bister 
Dr. Carl C. Rister, native of the 
Haiplin and McCaulley area, and 
now a professor of history at the 
University of Oklahoma, spoke to 
the members of the Hamlin Liens 
Club at their Tuesday luncheon. 
Dr. Rister is now on leave of absence 
gathering m aterial for a history of 
the oil industry in the Southwest. 
During +b** past ypnr Vip 
travel­ 
ed over 17,000 miles visiting various 
fields, oil plants and the offices of 
executives. 
Dr. Rister chose as his topic “Does 
History Repeat Itself?” 
His grasp 
of the subject to which he has de­ 
voted a lifetime held the interest 
of hi saudiance from beginning to 
end. 
He pointed out th at a study of 
history will show a laxity of m oral 
conditions after every war, th a t p er­ 
iods of good business and of de- 
1 cession periods run more or less 
in cycles. 
He said th a t a serious 
only of these conditions could help 
to m ake these periods somewhat 
less drestic th an in the past. 
One of the most interesting parts 
of his talk was on the subject of 
international relations, particularly 
regarding the United S tites and 
Russia. 
He explained forcibly and 
clearly th a t Russian people do not 
think like Americans, do not see 
things our way, simply because for 
centuries they have been under sup­ 
pression of various groups. Ii seem ­ 
ed to be his opinion th a t a continued 
American policy of firmness in di ni­ 
ng with Russia would be understood 
by Russians—a people accustomed 
to harshness and firmness. 
He declared th ’ * ' 
pessimist and felt th a t applying the 
lesons of history to present prob­ 
lems would be of great benefit 
He 
especially stressed the teaching of 
American his tory and oervernment 
in high schools and ceile?es

Buyer resistance and sm iller export 
allocations were given as weakening 
factors. 
Fee Is kept up their spectacular 
price rises with gains of $2.50 to $8 
or more per ton. Prairie hay streng­ 
thened and alfalfa held firm. 
L ate-week cotton losses all but 
liquidated early advances of around 
$5 a bale, as m arkets closed around 
$1.50 higher for the week. Demand 
for most favored grades and staples 
continued good, but spot sales de­ 
creased. 
Cattle prices weakened radically 
in the period. 
Some m arkets still 
last week, after gaining early 
11 advances, while others 
m arked down values as m uch as $1 
or more. At Houston, common nnd

In the fewest possible words, here 
are the highlights of the Uniform 
Traffic Code, as the law is called: 
People walking are required to 
cross streets and highways at desi­ 
gnated cross-walks where these are 
provided; to use sidewalks where 
they can, or to walk facing the traf­ 
fic, on the left side of the road, 
where there is no sidewalk. A pedes­ 
trian in a cross-walk has the right- 
of-way over all vehicles. These are 
the first real pedestrian regulations 
we have ever had in Texas, and the 
observance of them will keep a lot

Parking on a highway is 
outlawed except when the vehicle is 
out of order and can’t 
be moved. 
Drivers are required to dim their 
lights 500 feet from an approaching 
vehicle at night. 
Driving while under the influence 
of drugs is about the same as driving 
while drunk under the new' law, even 
if the drugs are given by a dentist 
or doctor. 
One part of the law that will make 
it rough on deliberately dangerous 
drivers is the new reckless driving 
clause. As it is now, a man can drive 
recklessly without violating any spe- 


less driver has a special noose to 
stick his head into. 


The code requires every vehicle to 
have good lights and brakes and a 
horn. Trucks and busses must also 
have mechanical signaling devices 
when they are so built that hand- 
and arm signals can’t really be seen. 
Anyone who has a highway ac­ 
cident must stop and identify him­ 
self, give any help that is needed, 
and immediately notify the nearest 
Highway Patrol or Sheriff’s office. 
The driver must also make a writ- 
11 report to the Department of 
Public Safety within 24 hours if any­ 
one is killed or hurt or if damage 
amounts to $25 or more. 
These accident reports are very 
Important. 
They are confidential, 
and are not used to get evidence 
against a driver, but to help us fig­ 
ure out where and when and why 
accidents are happening, so what 
ever is necessary can be done to pre­ 
vent future accident—whether the 
remedy by engineering, education or 
011 tor cement.

Proper Use of Sugar 
Keeps Fruits Tender 


H er es a tip 
from 
Miss 
LoF 
retta Allen, county home domonra. 
tion agent, to county housewives on 
making preserves out of the fruit 
crop th at’s en route now to m ar­ 
ket. 
Fruit preserves are sue *efsful only 
if the fruit holds its shape, yet is 
tender and translucent in the syrup. 
It is explained sugar has a firm­ 
ing effect on fruit tissues but must 
be applied differently to various 
kinds of fruits. 
Sugar, 
Miss Allen 
state, are 
added “straight” to tender, juicy 
fruits like peaches, cherries and ber­ 
ries. If the fruits stand overnight in 
sugar they become firmer and are 
leas likely to go to pieces in cooking. 
The sugar draws out the juice and 
shrinks the fruit somewhat,, but the 
Juice provides enough liquid so that 
no water need be added and this 
shortens the cooking time. 
The 
shorter the shorter tine cooking, 
the better the color and flavor. 
Quick fruits, the county hame 
demonstration agent says, do not 
need overnight firming. 
But be­ 
cause they are juicy they are put 


in a thick syrup. This helps the 
shape as they cook—and the jill 
as It cooks out thins to the needed 
amount.

Firm fruits like crab apples and 
quinces, for instance, are put in thin 
syrup to 
cook—for 
thick 
syrup 
toughens them, and, too, they have 
one to cook tender while the syrup 
boils down.

A.—No. Dr. Leonard Haseman of 
the University of Missouri has ad­ 
vocated dipping the sheep instead 
of spraying the bales of wool in 
warehouses. 
By dipping the sheep. 
Dr. Haseman says that the fleece is 
not only protected against moths for 
as long as two years, but the sheep 
are protected against lice and ticks 
for some time. 
Q.—Which breed of chickens holds 
the record for egg production in 
standard egg laying contests? 
A.—The all-time record was made 
in 1943 by a Rhode Island Red w hich 
laid 351 eggs. 
Q.—Is there any treatment that is 
effective against Newcastle disease? 
A.—At the present time there is 
no 
specific 
medicinal 
treatment 
which can be recommended. Affect­ 
ed birds should be isolated or quar­ 
antined, and birds that are para­ 
lyzed or dead should be disposed of 
eth er by burning or burying. As a 
control measure, dispose of those 
birds which may survive an outbreak 
of the dsease. 
Q.—May ducks be raised on dry 
ground? 
A.—Yes. At the research farm of 
a famous feed concern it was found 
that ducks may be successfully raised 
on dry ground. 
When it is con­ 
venient, however, a small concrete 
pool should be provided for swim­ 
ming so the ducks may wash them­ 
selves and keep clean and comfort­ 
able. 
Q.—What percentage of pigs that 
are farrowed reach market age? 
A.—The death rate of pigs is much 
higher than with other kinds of 
livestock. 
Normally not more than 
60 per cent of the pigs farrowed are 
raised to marketable weights. Fig­ 


ures based on five-year records on 
typical farms by the United States 
Department of Agriculture show that 
each dead pig represents a I06S of: 
140 pounds of feed at farrowing t 
260 pounds of feed at IO weeks; and 
600 pounds of feed at six months. 
q —w hat causes some of my eggs, 
when candled, to show spots all over 
the inside of the shell although the 
outside is smooth? 
A.—This condition Is caused by a 
drying out of the moisture In the 
shell of the egg, and while It does 
not hurt the quality of the egg. It 
does injure the marketability of the 
egg. This condition can t>e prevent- 
by bolding eggs in a room where 
t’ er° is at least 75 per cent relative 
humidity
